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Emotions, Debate Runs High 


Town Manager Edward A. Caba’s administration 
came to an end on Monday night, July 16th, following 
two, 8-7 Town Council votes reaffirming the council's 
June 18th vote which suspended Caba from office. 

Big Crowd Attends 

The termination of Caba’s two year, nine month 
tenure ended after a public hearing and council 
session where about 375 boisterous townspeople pack- 
ed the Agawam Junior High School auditorium. 

Most of the people who attended were supportive of 
Caba, and would often applaud, hiss, or jeer a speaker, 
depending on his/her point of view. 

The hearing lasted over 4 hours and was the climax 
of a seventh-month battle between Caba and the coun- 
cil. Councilors voting to fire the manager were Paul 
Trimboli, Edward Borgatti, Donald Rheault, Jack 
Shaughnessy, Daniel Lacienski, Thomas Locke, Peter 
Longo, and Neil Blatt. : 

The major issue of dispute drawing the most 
dialogue from councilors and Caba concerned the set- 
ting of this year’s tax rate, which became due on 
March 28th, 1984, rather than November Ist, 1983. 
This caused the town to lose nearly $1000 a day, or ap- 
proximately $150,000 in unearned interest. 

Following a 50-minute opening statement from Caba 
that praised the overall physical and financial condi- 
tion of the town, Caba referred to the long delay in 
setting the tax rae as ‘’the council’s inaction or inabili- 
ty to make a decision that was responsible, in large, for 
the delay in setting the taxes.’

Caba, flanked by Springfield Attorney Theodore 
Dimauro, noted that the council cut sewer betterment 


i fees from $2,300 per household to $700 as part of the 
‘ long and controversial Phase Il Sewer Project in 


Feeding: Hills. Gaba said that a town ordinance re- 
quired the sewer department to be self-sustaining. 

Caba then noted’ he requested increases in sewer 
user feesfrom the council from 95 cents per hundred 
cubic feet of water consume to $1.24, but stated the 
council refused to approve the hikes. 

Caba said the council’s actions had placed him in an 
“uneviable’’ position, and left him with ‘“ambigious” 
direction. Caba said because of this, his budget was 
unbalanced and he could not set a tax rate. 

Councilor At-Large Edward Borgatti responded to 
this issue, and said, ‘| feel by voting for Caba’s 
removal, I’m voting on behalf of the taxpayers.” 

In 1983 the manager was supposed to set the tax 
rate. He wanted to raise the sewer fees, for justifiable 
reasons, but at that time the council voted against the 
increase,” said Borgatti. 

~ He added, ‘’At this time, | believe he (Caba) saw the 
council was not going to approve the increases. Had | 
been manager, | would have found an alternative 
method for balancing the budget, or at least, have sent

Borgatti noted Caba also delayed issuing $270,000 
in bills on sewer fees, while waiting for council ap- 
proval for higher fees. 

“He even brought the increases to the present coun- 
cil,” said Borgatti. “After the increase was defeated in 
a 10-5 vote, still nothing was done. In March the town 
had to borrow $500,000. If this is good management,

Prior to council action on the matter, 173 citizens ad- 
dressed the council or recorded their names in support 
of retaining Caba to the manager's position, while only 
eight citizens spoke or had their names recorded in op- 
position to Caba. 

Among the speakers was former Town Councilor 
Benjamin Lockhart. He admonished the council, 
stating, ‘These charges for removing the manager are 
a lot of rubbish, and you know it! . 

"You (the council) know what you've got in this 
manager,” Lockhart added. ‘‘But you don’t know what 
you'll get in the next (manager).”” 

Reverend Frank Dunn, formerly of Valley Communi- 
ty Church, the spearhead for the attempt to get the 
community behind Caba, presented the council with a 
petition containing 1,400 signatures of support for 
Caba from Agawam citizens. ‘‘If we had more time, | 
believe we could collect 10,000 signatures. 

| ask this council,” Dunn concluded, “is the senti- 
ment of the people important to you?” 

Resident Rose Costa addressed the council and 
spoke against Caba’s tenure, raising many jeers and 
heckled from the audience.

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remember there are 13,000 voters in this town, not the 
1.400 who signed a petition, or the 300 here tonight. 

“At the conclusion of the meeting, Council President 
Donald M. Rheault addressed the audience, commen- 
ting, “The people here tonight cannot know whether 
Edward Caba did his job anymore than | can say 
whether any one of you (members of the audience) has 
done your job. But the town manager works for this 
council. We see his performance on a day-to-day basis. 

“The people speaking tonight have spoken from 
emotion, not fact. And that may be your fauult - if you 
had the time to come here this evening and watch the 
why don‘t you take the time to come to the regular 
council meetings so you can see what problems we 
face from week-to-week,” Rheault concluded.

Though two votes were taken to terminate Caba on 
Monday, the council will take another reaffirmation 
vote on Thursday, July 19th, in the event anyone 
should question the legality of the council having 
taken two votes in one night.

DeForge Nominated For Acting Manager?

Agawam Town Council (at presstime) was schedul- 
ed address the need of forming a search cormmittee 
for a new town manager in the wake of the Monday, Ju- 
ly 16th firing of Town Manager Edward A. Caba by an 
8-7 vote. 2 

In a surprise move, veteran Councilor Frederick Nar- 
di, a strong supporter of Caba, has placed on the agen- 
da the nomination of former Town Council Robert 
DeForae as actina town manager. 

DeForge could not be reached for comment about 
Nardi putting his name in nomination. 

Prior to the hiring of Richard Bowen as town 
manager in 1980, Caba served as acting town manager 
.for about nine months when former manager Peter 
Caputo left for a similar job in New Hampshire. 

_ “lf the council decides as a whole that they would 

‘ like to interview me for the position, | would look for- 
‘ward to sitting down with them to explain my objec- 
tives for Agawam,’’ DeForge added. Le 

Town Council President Donald Rheault, however, 
said he continues to support temporary acting 
manager Katherine Pisano, the veteran executive assis- 
tant in the manager's office, for the acting post. .

Mrs. Pisano has served as manager since Caba was 
suspended on June 18th. 

In fact, Rheault even went so far as to support the 
council hiring Mrs. Pisano to the fulltime manager’s 
post. 

“| am very impressed by the job’ Mrs. Pisano has 
done over the past four weeks. | feel Mrs. Pisano has 
shown she is capable and possesses the spirit of 
cooperation we need in Agawam,” Rheault said. 


Mrs. Pisano told us she does’ not aspire to be the 
town manager. “‘l’ve already expressed my feelings to 
the council. The council must do what it feels would 
best serve the town knowing this,” Mrs. Pisano said. 

Under Mrs. Pisano’s present appointment as interim 
town manager, she may continue to serve until 
September 18th. 


Should a council search committee or deliberations 
over nominations for town manager exceed Mrs. 
Pisano’s present term, she may be reappointed for an 
additional three-month period, 

Rheault said he favors reappointing Mrs. Pisano for 
the additional three months.

Says Vacation Pay 
Invalid Under Code

The Town Council committee investigating vacation 
payments to town personnel concluded that a transfer 
request from former Town Manager Edward A. Caba 
for $1,415 was “invalid and incorrect.” 

The transfer was given to former Town Clerk Rita 
Rose. The committee released the report last week. 

Blatt Brought Matter To Light 

The matter was initially brought to light by Precinct 
4 Councilor Neil Blatt, who questioned the transfer in 
January. 

Blatt is being sued for $125,000 in damages by Caba 
for statements Blatt made during a February interview 
with Springfield TV-22. 

The report was intended for use during council 
deliberations over the manager's removal from office 
on Monday night, July 16th. This was nixed when 
Hampden County Superior Court Judge George Keady 
issued an injunction on using the report because of 
charges that the three-member panel, chaired by Coun- 
cilor Thomas Locke, had violated the open meeting 
law during its last meeting. 

Caba’s attorney's, Theodore Dimauro and Con- 
stance Sweeney of Springfield, brought the case to 
Judge Keady, noting the committee had gone into ex- 
ecutive session without definitive cause and that their 
client (Caba) had not been notified of the meeting. 

The case is presently pending before Judge Keady. 

The report of the committee stated that Mrs. Rose 
“was not entitled to the benefits requested by town 
manager (Caba)’’ and ‘was the recipient of vacation 
benefits she was not entitled to.’ 

In response to questions of councilors and the in- 
vestigating committee, Caba said he was unaware of 
the restrictions on carry-over of vacation time in the 
town code, and noted that restrictions had not been en- 
forced under previous administrations. 

Issued A Memorandum 

Caba also noted he issued a memorandum to depart- 
ment heads to follow the restrictions once the council 
brought the matter to his attention. 

The restrictions would not allow the carry-over of 
vacation time from ome year into the next by town 
employes, but would allow a department head to carry- 
over no more than 25 vacation days from only one year 
to the next. 

The committee found several town employees were 
carrying-over vacation days far in excess of the \irnits 
of the code. 

The committee, which included Councilors Peter 
Longo and Paul Trimboli, went on to report, “The 
possibility of a full audit is one suggestion this commit- 
tee would make to the council.”

Hampden County Treasurer Candidate, Springfield 
City Councilor Rosemary Coughlin, today issued the 
following criticisms of Daniel Keyes, the incumbent 
treasurer. 

Mrs. Coughlin said, “A few months ago | was faced 
with a very difficult decision. Many people had come 
to me and asked that ! consider running for the position 
of Hampden County Treasurer. Because of my 
business experience | knew that if elected | could do 
the job and be a credit to the citizens of this county. 

"Yet, at the same time, | recognized that | would not 
just be running against an incumbent treasurer, but 
would be running against a political machine as well. 

“Being a realist, | recognized the tremendous task 
that would have to be undertaken in order to mount a 
campaign against the concept of “politics as usual.” 
But, encouraged by my supporters | began to in- 
vestigate the conduct and practices of the present 
treasurer. 

“What | uncovered not only prompted me to declare 
my candidacy, but mandated that | enter the race in 
order to stop the financial abuses perpetrated on the 
citizens of this county by the present treasurer. 

“What my review of the records revealed was a pat- 
tern of mismanagement and misappropriation of tax- 
payers’ dollars. The only benefit derived was to the 
sons and daughters of the politically elite. 

“Six years ago this present treasurer campaigned on 
an anti-patronage platform. Unfortunately, the voters 
accepted his rhetoric. Within a few months after 
assuming office a jury composed of citizens of this 
community found that Daniel Keyes had fired a 
dedicated young woman in the treasurer's office for the 
sole purpose of replacing her with one of his political 
cronies.

Muchitalk about our community is currently abroad 
in the Pioneer Valley. Most of it is rather uncomplimen-= 
tary, or at least bemused. Let’s support this effort of : 
caring for our own that will give outsiders a different : 
picture of our community; a place in which fine people : 
live and in which compassion and caring are lifted up : 
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At its June meeting, the Agawam Clergy Associa- 
tion noted with concern the increasing tendency of 
community groups to schedule recreational, athletic, 
charitable, and similar events on Sundays at the times 
traditionally reserved for worship and for the religious 
education of children, youth, and adults. 

In response, the 11-member local church association

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] Agawam Clergy Assn. Urges Sunday Appeal 


The Association does recognize the difficulties of 
public scheduling in a pluralistic society, but feels 
strongly about the issue of activities conflicting with 
religion. 


Member churches urged cooperation between the 
religious and secular interests of the public sector, not 
from any desire to restrict the free enjoyment of Sunday 
hours, but because they believe that the community ex- 
pects its churches and religious institutions to fulfill 
their special mission for the worship of God and the 
teaching of moral values. 


The Association plans to circulate copies of its 
“Sabbath Resolution’’ to public officials, leaders, and 
groups in an effort to secure their cooperation in reser- 
ving Sunday morning for the churches to do their work. 
The group welcomes support, participation, and com- 
ment from citizens at large.

THE LEGAL SIDE... 


Bicycles, Bicyclists & The Law . 


A person operating a bicycle has the right to use all 
public roads and ways, except limited access or ex- 
press highways where signs specifically prohibit 
bicycles. 

A bicycle operator is subject to the traffic laws and 
regulations of the state, except that: (1) the bicyclist 
may keep to the right when passing a motor vehicle 
which is moving in the travel lane, (2) the bicyclist shall 
signal by either hand his intention to stop or turn, and 
(3) bicycles may be ridden on sidewalks outside 
business districts when necessary in the interest of 
safety. 

_ However, Pedestrians have the right of way and a 
bicyclist must give an audible signal before overtaking 
and passing any pedestrian. 

: Bicyclists are also subject to the following regula- 
tions. 

1. The bicyclist shall ride single file except when 
Passing. 

2. The bicycle must contain a permanent and regular 
seat. 

3. Operator of bicycle shall not carry another person 
on the bicycle except on a baby seat, provided such 
seat is secure with a harness and protection from the 
spokes of the wheel of the bicycle. 

4. Use of sirens or whistles are prohibited, but audi- 
ble warnings should be given when necessary to insure 
the safe operation of the bicycle. 

5. When parking the bicycle upon a public way or 
sidewalk, it must not obstruct vehicular or pedestrian 
traffic. 

6. A bicycle shall not be drawn by any other moving 
vehicle. The operator of a bicycle shall not tow any 
other vehicle or person. 

7. Use of bicycle trailers properly attached are allow- 
ed. 

8. The operator shall not carry any package, bundle 
or article except in a basket, rack, trailer or other 
device designed for such purpose. 

9. Operator shall keep one hand on handlebars at all 
times. 

10. Braking systems must enable operator to bring a

feet, and a red reflector or lamp to the rear visible for 
not less than six hundred feet. A bicycle’s pedals, or an 
opreator’s ankles must contain reflective material visi- 
ble for a distance of six hundred feet. 

12. No bicycle shall have handlebars so raised that 
the operator's hands are above his shoulders while 
gripping them. 

13. Any alteration to extend the fork of a bicycle 
from the original design and construction is prohibited. 

14. The operator of a bicycle shall report any acci- 
dent involving personal injury or property damage in 
excess of $100.00, or both, to the police department in 
the city or town in which the accident occurred. 

Federal product safety standards relating to bicycles 
which are more stringent than the foregoing shall 
supercede the foregoing standards. 

Competitive bicycle races may be held on public 
ways, provided that such races are sponsored by or in 
cooperation with recognized bicycle organizations and 
approval of the appropriate police departments are ob- 
tained. 

Special regulations regarding the operation of the 
bicycles during such races may be established by 
agreement between the police department and the 
sponsoring organization. 

Violation of these regulations shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $20.00. Parents or guardians of 
under age 18 operators shall not authorize or knowing- 
ly permit any such person to violate these regulations. 

A bicycle operated by one under age 18 in violation 
of these regulations may be impounded by the’ police |; 
department for not more than 15 days. A violation by a 
minor under age 18 shall not affect any civil right or 
liability nor shall such violation be considered a 
criminal offense.

Springfield Office Hits 
Record Mark In Funds 


For the first time in its history, the Hampden County : 
Registry of Deeds has collected more than $1 million in 
state excise tax stamp fees. Donald E. Ashe, Hampden : 
County Register of Deeds, stated today that the : 
Registry reached this milestone by collecting for the : 
Commonwealth $1,101,348.65 in deed documentary 
stamp fees for the year ‘ending June 30th, 1984. 


The Registry also collected $921,157. 61 in county : 
recording fees during this period, This amount, : 


together with the documentary stamp revenues, pro- 
duced total receipts of $2,022,506,26. This exceeds by ; 
43% last year's total receipts of $1,415,559.83. It also 
represents an increase of 92% over a two-year period. 

Ashe also reported that during the past year, 56,837 


documents were recorded at the Registry, an increase : 


of 11,603 over the prior year. 

In addition, a record was broken on Sune} 29th, when 
629 documents were recorded in one day. 

Mr. Ashe stated that all of the increased activity was 
processed efficiently and without the need to hire new 


employees because of the professionalism of the staff : 


employed at the Registry. 

Furthermore, Ashe said, the Registry was able to 
manage this increase in business in a cost effective 
manner because of the cooperation and support receiv- 
ed from the Hampden County Commissioners and the 
Advisory Board. 


Ashe believes that the volume of business at the : 


Registry of Deeds reflects the strong turn around in the 
economy. Because of their confidence in the economy, 
more people are purchasing residential properties and 
are borrowing more funds than ever before.

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Several Priorities 


For Town Council 
To Think About 


To say the least, residents throughout the 
community are fairly sick and tired of town 
politics - regardless of which version of the 
truth or point of view one may subscribe to. 

Over the past seven months we have 
refrained from commenting on the deep- 
seeded and bitter struggle between former 
Town Manager Edward A. Caba and Town 
Council. 

At this time, we would rather give the 
chaotic state of town government a short 
period of cooling off before we make any 
comment on the future and shape Agawam 
politics and government may or may not be. 

For this week, however, we find several 
items of importance that Town Council must 
address and move on before the summer is 
over. 

1) THE COUNCIL MUST AGREE on an acting 
town manager (at presstime this was on the 
Thursday, July 19th agenda). Whoever 
receives the majority, it falls incumbent on 
the dissenters to, at the very least, be cordial 
and cooperative. The orderly operation of the 
town’s day-to-day business, of course, is most 
important. 

2) FORM A MANAGER SEARCH COMMIT- 
TEE. This is mandatory now that Mr. Caba 
has been permanently removed. 

3) REFURBISH THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 
BUDGET: At presstime, the school depart- 
ment was still $329,000 in the hole. The 
School Committee has hacked its budget and 
personnel have been tentatively cut, along 
with programs. We feel a good amount of 
noise about the school budget cut was made. 
We hope the returned money will match the 
uproar. ; 

4) RESOLUTION OF THE MUNICIPAL CON- 
TRACTS: Again, this issue continues to burn, 
unresolved, at presstime. Acting Manager 
Katherine Pisano forwarded a $17.50, across- 
the-board offer to the unions, who in turn, 
said no. The unions are seeking two-year, five 
percent raises. The council has said many 
times this is too excessive. The council and 
administration must reach consenus on this, 
and soon. 

5) TIME TO MOVE THE POLICE INTO 
PEIRCE SCHOOL. At-Large Councilor Edward 
Borgatti’s special committee issued a report 
to the council on this. We have said all along 
that moving the police department into the 
former elementary school building is the most 
cost effective way, given today’s financial 
picture, to solve the horrendous physical con- 
ditions of the present police station. 

Of course, we certainly agree there are 
other issues facing the community. We don’t 
pretend to be resident experts on each and 
every facet of municipal government; nor are 
we ready to tackle the underlying questions 
and possible answers of Agawam’s chronic, 
political turmoil. 

We just offer the above as a possible star- 
ting block.

Feds Name Flood Disaster Areas 


Last week the federal government finally declareci 
Hampden County a disaster area as a result of the 
flooding which happened last month. This is a 
welcome piece of news because it allows homeowners 
to apply for federal low interest loans and begin clean- 
ing up their residences. 

Update On Flood Relief 

| would like to update what has happened on the 
state level since the flooding. On Friday, June Ist, | had 
the opportunity to survey the damage caused at 
several Agawam locations. The damage was striking 
and hopefully, subsequent federal and state relief ef- 
forts will alleviate much of he personal anguish many 
residents suffered. 

In response of the disaster, Dukakis assembled the 
Emergency Relief Program which is being administered 
by the Office for Public Safety and most specifically, 
the Civil Defense Agency. 

Also, | entered an order in the House to establish a 
special Flood Disaster Committee which was accepted. 
That committee (of which | am vice-chairman), is cur- 
rently overseeing the state’s response to the disaster 
and is working in association with Civil Defense to see 
that information and aid is going out to victims of the 
flood. 

The committee will evaluate the state’s response 
and recommend future preventive flood measures as 
well as reimbursement procedures, in its final report. 

Last week Dukakis signed a supplemental budget 
which included $11 million to be used for disaster 
relief. $5 million is earmarked for agricultural pur- 
poses. That money will go to pay the interest on loans 
which victimized farmers secured from the federal 
Department of Agriculture. : 

Another $5 million is for repair to state roads and 

bridges damaged by the flooding. Finally, $1 million 
will be set aside, hopefully, for relief to homeowners. 
Ultimately, it is hoped that $2 million will be used 
similar to the agricultural relief funds (to pay off te in- 
terest a flood victim may have on a federal loan). The 
guidelines for securing the loan are still being ironed 
out. 

Presently, | and other area legislators are for- 
mulating a bill which will allow flood victims a chance 
for a property tax abatement on their property (which 
has diminished in value). The revenue loss to the town 
as a result of these abatements would be reimbursed 
by the state.

Help For Rape Victims 


Just before the summer recess, the Legislature 
enacted a measure designed to safeguard the privacy 
of rape victims. 

“This measure is long overdue,” said Senator Melco- 
nian (D-Springfield) co-sponsor of the legislation. “If 
rape victims are to recover, from such a devastating at- 
tack, they must be assured confidentiality in counsel- 
ing sessions,’ she said. 

The new law prohibits sexual assault counselors 
from testifying in any civil or criminal proceeding 
without the written corisent of the victim. Nor, may. in- 
formation collected during the counseling sessions be 
released without the victim’s written consent. 

The bill was filed partially in response to a Rhode 
Island case where a rape counselor was jailed because 
she refused to divulge personal information obtained 
in a counseling session with a rape victim. 

“Trust and confidentiality are necessary com- 
ponents in crisis counseling,”” said Senator Melconian. 
“Confidentiality encourages the sense of security and 
free flow of information essential to a rape victim’s 
recovery,’ she continued. 

Evidence shows that sexual assault victims discon- 
tinue treatment or do not seek the help they need when 
fear their confidence will be betrayed. 

Consequently, rape crisis centers have policies of 
not divulging information about victim communica- 
tions. 

Statistics indicate that over 15,000 rapes are com- 
mitted in Massachusetts each year with less than 10% 
reported. Just recently, the city of Boston noted that 
the number of rapes reported in May have doubled as 
compared to May of 1983. 

“Because rape or other sexual assaults trigger in- 
tense personal and unsettling reactions in the victim 
such as shock, fear, disgust and anger, early 
therapeutic intervention is essential to mitigate the 
traumatic effects on the victim. The new law will en- 
courage victims to seek help by assuring them their 
privacy,’ Senator Melconian concluded.

The Last Starfighter:

This summer has had its share of good science fic- 
: tion and adventure films. The Ghostbusters caused 
+ almost as much havoc as the spooks they hunted, a 
: daredevil archaeologist named Indiana Jones 
+ swashbuckled his way through a second cinematic ex- 
: ploit, and the crew of the ‘U.S.S. Enterprise” took off 
: for their third Star Trek movie.

To this list | can now add The Last Starfighter, a pic- 
+ ture that will appeal to sci-fi fans and non-enthusiasts 
: alike. 

The hero of this film is Alex Rogan (Lance Guest), a 
+ teenager who lives in a California trailer park with his 
+ mother and younger brother. Alex, however, wants to 
: attend a college that’s far away from this mundane en- 
‘ vironment, and he wishes his girl friend (Catherine 
‘ Mary Stewart) would hold similar ambitions. But when 
t his loan application is turned down, he believes that 
‘ the local college is the farthest he'll ever go. 

Fortunately, Alex has a pasttime which helps him to 
: temporarily forget his problem. He plays a challenging 
t video game in which the person behind the controls 
: has to defend the universe from an invasion by sinister 
taliens. Not only is Alex skillful at this game, but he 
‘ eventually surpasses its all-time high score. 

Upon accomplishing this goal, the young man is 
ivisited by a mysterious stranger named Centauri 
‘(Robert Preston). This person is a space traveler who 
trecruits beings of all races to fight for an intergalactic 
organization called the Star League. When Alex is 
‘ taken to the Star League’s base by Centauri, he learns 
: that the video game he played on earth is actually a 
‘ simulated test for a battle that’s about to occur in outer 
space.

On several levels, The Last Starfighter bears more 
than a slight resemblance to Star Wars. Alex Rogan 
‘belongs in the same category of hero as Luke

Stu Safford Aerials Lead 1945 Brownies 


When 1946 Agawam High School graduate Stewart 
Safford was in the 8th grade, legendary AHS football 
mentor Harmon Smith told Safford he was too small to 
play schoolboy football. 

But, coach Smith was singing a different tune three 
years later when as a junior Safford, one of 11 children 
of Winfred and Leta Safford, checked in at six feet, 160 
pounds. Safford would then become one of the best 
quarterbacks to ever perform for AHS. 

Really Wanted To Play 

“remember Harm telling me |I’d never be able to 
play for him because | wasn’t the right size,” Safford 
recalled, ‘‘But, | knew | wanted to play football and | 
persisted, | think he said that to me so | would come 
back and work extra hard.”’ 

The 56-year-old Safford, who resides at 40 Mill 
Street, Agawam, led the Brownies to a pair of 
memorable seasons. In 1944 the locals boasted a 6-1 
record and in 1945 AHS was a perfect 6-0: 

In that year when war raged around the world, the 
Brownies were a gridiron terror. They scored 223 points 
while allowing just one touchdown the entire fall. 

Amidst much controversy, however, undefeated 
Greenfield was chosen the sectional champion over 
Agawam by a margin of two points. The infamous 
selection was made by the Western Mass. In- 
terscholastic Writers Association in 1945. 


Instead of squaring off the unbeatens in a. champion- : 


ship game, the decision was based on pen and paper. 
The choice of Greenfield over Agawam still leaves a 
bitter taste in Safford’s mouth. 

The multi-talented Safford, who also excelled as a 
defensive back, finished second in the MVP balloting 
for all Western Mass. teams in 1945. Western Mass. 
sports writers named Greenfield’s 202 pound fullback, 
Fred Wallner, as the MVP recipient. 

The quarterback position at Agawam High came in- 
to its own during the 1944 season. For the first time in 
local schoolboy grid competition, the ‘“T-formation”’ 
was introduced over the old-fashioned wing and spread 
formations. 


The alignment called for the quarterback to handle 
the ball directly from the snap on every play. Safford 
was the first Brownies’ QB to use the new formation. 

“The ‘T’ really changed the whole game,” Safford 
observed. ‘It allowed so many more options and with

Harm’s coaching prowess, it became even more effec- 
tive for us,’ added Safford, who co-captained the 1945 
team with Tom Aitchison.

The change to the T-formatin was just one example 
of coach Smith's progressive attitude, noted Safford. 
He cited Smith’s uncanny ability to ‘“see everything 
that was going on from the sidelines’’ as a key ingre- 
dient to the Brownies’ astounding success in those 
days. 


Safford compared Smith’s vast knowledge of the 
game to other Western Mass. coaching greats, in-

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cluding Billy Wise (Cathedral), Bill Moge (Chicopee), 
and Garrett Clark (West Springfield). 

“Harm could inspire and pep-up the team to come 
through every time. You wanted to give 100 percent 
out there because it was truly an honor to play for 
him,” Safford fondly remembered. 3 

One game brought a smile from Safford. Against 
rival West Springfield at the new Memorial Field in 
Agawam (1945), the Brownies’ eleven crushed the Ter- 
riers, 65-0, with Safford having one of his best offen- 
sive days ever. He added two touchdowns of his own to 
the locals’ tally. AHS racked up its incredible point pro- 
duction in just 32 minutes of play for a total of 11 
touchdowns. 

“| remember that coach Clark of West Side wanted 
to shorten the periods to six minutes because he knew 
we would blow them out. Harm finally agreed to eight 
minute periods. What we did to them that day was real- 
ly something,” Safford added. 


Gave Credit To Teammates 
He low-keyed his role as quarterback, giving much 


| credit to his teammates. He said Agawam’‘s 1945 


“dream season” was due to the play of such players as 
Aitchison, Ed Borgatti, Lou Gonet and Cliff Kibbe, as 


, well as others. 


Safford also excelled in baseball, basketball, and 


} track in his four years at the high school. 


Safford’s days at QB continued after high school. In 
1947, he, along with Ralph Webster, established a 
semi-professional football team in Agawam. For seven 
years he was active in the organization. The local tearm 
competed against other semi-pro teams from area 
towns. 

“Including my high school days, | had 10 really good 
years of playing football and | loved them all,’ he ex- 
claimed. 


He passed down the AHS tradition to his son, Gary, 
who quarterbacked the Brownies until he graduated in 
1970. Safford also has two daughters. 

Safford is currently employed as a salesman with the 
Jackson Sales Company. He is an avid bowler and 
golfer. 

In his younger days at Agawam High, he was called 
the ‘flashy Hampden County quarterback” by a local 
sports writer. He style and ability at the position will 
always be part of the Agawam High football lore. 
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Bay State Games’ Torch

the Bay State Games’ Torch Run passed’ through 
Agawam and dozens of other communities on its 
journey from Pittsfield to Boston. The torch reached 
Boston as thousands of the state’s top amateur 
athletes gathered on.Friday, July 13th, for the Opening 
Ceremony of the Bay State Games. As the sun set and 
dusk settled over Boston College's Alumni Stadium, 
eight runners entered the darkened arena carrying the 
flaming torch on the last leg of the 150 mile run. 

After circling the stadium once the runners passed 
the torch to one of the Bay State Games finalists, 
chosen at random. He or she carried the torch up the 
bleachers to the highest point and lit a giant cauldron 
of flame, Simultaneously Governor Michael Dukakis 
announced the official Opening of the 1984 Bay State 
Games. 

The Torch Run passed through Agawam on Tues- 
day July 10th at approximately 5:50 p.m. Area runners, 
organized by the New England Pioneer Track Club car- 
ried the torch along Route 159 to Riverside Park. River- 
side Park officials and Town Council President Donald 
Rheault were present at the ceremony. 

The Bay State Games are Massachusetts’ own Olym- 
pics, showcasing amateur athletes in 14 different 
sports. 

The public was invited to come and cheer the run- 
ners carrying the torch and also to attend the opening 
ceremony in Boston, which featured a parade of 3,000 
athletes from across the state. They are the outstan- 
ding high school and college stars who could very well 
be the next olympians.

Outdoor Taxpayers Finally 


Get Return On Investment 

In passing the Omnibus Budget Deficit Reduction 
Bill on June 27th, Congress also voted to return each 
year to outdoo; enthusiasts $97 million-plus taxes paid 
by the nation’s boaters and fishermen. 

Federal taxes paid on fuel used in recreational boats 
plus excise taxes paid on fishing tackle and related 
products will now be collected in a special fund and 
will pay for programs to enhance the nation’s recrea- 
tional fisheries and fund a host of boating programs. It 
means that beginning this fall, funds will start being 
spent to produce better fishing and make boating safer 
and easier. 

Under the new legislation, benefits for outdoor 
recreationists include a return of federal tax money 
paid on fuel used in boats estimated by the U.S. 
Treasury Department to be $97 million per year. 

A creation of a new National Aquatic Resources 
Fund with two accounts into which these funds are 
channeled: boating gets $45 million (state programs 
will receive $30 million with the balance to the Coast 
Guard), sportfishing gets $52 million plus additional 
cuifies on imported pleasure boats, yachts and fishing 
tackle. 

At least 10 percent of the funds made available to 
states from the sportfishing account must be spent on 
public access to waters benefitting recreational 
boaters. These funds may not be used at sites which 
discriminate against power boaters either in restricting 
the use or amount of power used. 

President Reagan is expected to sign the measure 
later this month. 

Spring Turkey Season Best Ever 

Vermont's twelfth spring turkey gobbler hunting 
season was the best. ever according to the Fish & 
Wildlife Department. Hunter success was up and there 
were no accidents. 

The May 8th-31st hunting season ended with 
hunters shooting 349 wild turkeys, an all-time record 
since 1973 when the state’s first modern day spring 
turkey season was held. 

Wild turkeys did not occur, except for game farm 
turkeys stocked by the Barre Fish and Game Club, until 
1969 and 1970 when 31 wild turkeys were live trapped 
by a Vermont Fish & Wildlife biologist in New York 
and put into southeastern Vermont. 

The previous record total for spring gobblers was 
317 in 1980. 

Of the eight counties open to hunting, Rutland came 
out on top with 165 birds reported. The other counties 
were Bennington 80, Addison 38, Chittenden 8, 
gol 9, Grand Isle 15, Windham 18, and Windsor 

Vermont's 1984 fall turkey hunting season allows a 
hunter to take two turkeys of either sex from October 
20th through November 4th. Over the past five years 
an average of 750 turkeys has been taken each fall. 

Crawling With Giant King Salmon 

Lake Ontario is crawling with giant king salmon this 
year. The fall derby, Eslo, commences this year August 
25th and runs through September 3rd. It promises to be 
the largest held yet. An indication of this is the fact 
that not one dockage is available from Rochester to 
Henderson Harbour. | know for | have been on the 
phone trying to find a place to stay for the event. 

If last fall and this spring are any indication, we will 
find 35 to 40 pound kings a somewhat common occur- 
rence. Last year (fall of 1983) 20 chinook over 34 
pounds, 12 ounces were entered into ESLO competi- 
tion. The largest was 43 pounds, 14 ounces, caught by 
Robert Elliott, a first-time Lake Ontario fisherman. 
With almost twice as many kings available this year, 
there is a strong possibility that the 50 pound salmon 
will finally be caught. ‘ 

Not to bé denied are the coho salmon, steelhead, 
brown and lake trout divisions, with thousands of 
dollars of prizes in each category.
